| FOREIGN DEBTS 


In fulfillment of our 
pledge in the national platform of 
1920, we have steadfastly refused 
to consider the cancellation of for- 
eign debts. Our attitude has not

We reaffirm our belief in the 
protective tariff to extend needed 
protection to our productive in- 
dustries. We believe in protection 
as a nationa) policy, with due and 
equal regard to all sections, and to 
agriculture, industries and occupa- 
tions. It is only by adherence 
to euch ai policy that the 
well being of the consumers cag be 
safeguard, that thage can be as- 
sured to American “agriculture, to 
American labor and to American 
manufacturers, a return to perpet- 
uate American standards of life.

We have established new inter- 
mediate credit banks for agricul- 
ture and increased the capital of 
the Federal Farm Loan system. 
Emergency loans have been grant- 
ed to drought-stricken areas. We 
have enacted into law the Co-op- 
erative Marketing Act, the Grain 
Futures and Packer Control .Acts, 
given to agriculture direct repre- 
sentation on the Federal Reserve 
Board and on the F*deral -Afd 
Commission. We have greatly 
strengthened our foreign market- 
ing service for the disposal of our 
agricultural products.. The crux 
of the problem from the standpoint 
of the farmer is the net profit he 
receives after his outlay. The 
process of bringing the average 

rices of what he buys and what 

e sells closer together can be 
promptly expedited by reduction 
in taxes, steady employment in 
industry and stability in business. 

This process can be expedited di- 
rectly by lower freight rates, by 
better marketing through co-op- 
erative efforts and a more selentific 
organization of the physical hu- 
man machinery of distribution and 
by a greater diversification = of 
farm products. 

We promise every assistance in 
the reorganization of the market 
system on sounder and more eco- 
nomical lines and, where diversi- 
fication is needed, government as- 


fe nations to prevent war and 
preserve peace. As an immediate 
step in this direction we indorse 
t Permanent Court of Interna- 
tionel Justice and favor the ad- 
herence of the United States to 
this tribunal as recommended by 
President Coolidge.

CLEVELAND, June 11.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has justified the con- 
fidence that “inspired” his nomina-.

WASHINGTON, June 11. 
President Coolidge had his 
first real opportunity to lis- 
ten in on the Cleveland con- 
vention which will nomi- 
nate him, and he tuned his 
radio receiving set for wrest 
night session.

STUDIES MADE OF 
| FARM PROBLEMS 


The composite picture of the 
farmer's life in this country is, of 
course,.a happy mean between 
poverty and affluence. Its worth 
is something which does not readily 
lend itself to definition in the or- 
dinary terms of figures. Independ- 
ence {s probably the most expres- 
sive word that can be applied to 
the farmer’s life. The mani on the 
soil, however, is not as independent 
as he once was. 

In some farming States the 
farmers buy more food than they 
produce. In Kentucky. Tennessee 
and Texas they buy practically ail 
of their clothi and a larger pro- 
portion of their food. Items of ex- 
pense include rent, fuel, automo- 
bile upkeep, doctors, dentists and 
nurses. clothing and food. 

A) series of publications has been 
started by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture based on 
studies of the cost of living among 
farmers. The is a valuable 
contribution ‘to current informa- 
tion. Among other things, the de- 
partment finds that the average 
farm investment in, Kentucky is 
$34.126, in Tennessee $14,347 and 
in Texas $19,017; averige incomes 
were, respectively, $4061, $692 and 
$1587. 

There is little or-ho unemploy- 
ment among farmers, whese eco- 
nomic condition could ee gtill fur- 
ther improved in most ses by 
greater diversity in farming. The 
industrialist may earn a larger in- 
come, but his experses of living 
are greater. as are the fluctuations 
of his fortunes. : 

We often hear the farmer com- 
plain that everything he sells is 
cheap and everything he buys is 
high. That is more or less the 
plaint of all producers. If the 
farmers’ life were ideal, all of us 
would desire to become farmers.— 
{Buffalo Express.

FOR GUN CREWS

RAILROAD | 
WOMAN IS. 
DELEGATE 


Mrs. Laughlin is Boss of 
Important Transfer Point 
at Ames, lowa | 


Bossing an important railway 
transfer point isn’t much more aif- 
ficult than running 4 household, 
says Mrs. Julia A. Laughlin of 
Ames, Iowa, the only woman sta- 
tion master_in the United States. 
Mrs. Laughlin, now at the Lee Ho- 
tel. is the delegate of the club 
women of Ames to the biennial 
here. 

“I have been in charge of the 
Northwestern railway station at 
Ames for about seven years,” Mrs. 
laughlin said. “My husband, who 


died several years ago, had been 
a conductor on the Northwestern 


many years and during the short- 


age of men at the time of the war 
the superintendent in Chicago 
asked how I! would like to go to 
Ames. 1 took the job and have 
been there ever since.” 

The traffic at Ames is very heavy. 
the town being situated on a 
double-track line from Chicago to 


Omaha. In addition to the east 
and west traffic there are a num- 
ber of north and  south-bound 


trains running from Des Moines 
to St. Paul. 
“You've got to be on the look- 


out all the time,” Mrs. Laughlin 
Said, I enjoy the work. One 
of the things that help the situa- 
tion is the unfailing courtesy of 
the train men.” 

Mrs. Laughlin refused to don 
male attire when she took over 
management of the Ames station. 

“It was suggested that 1 wear 
bloomers when I first went to 
work,” she said, “but I don't be- 
lieve in men's clothing for wom- 
en. A compromise was finally ef- 
fected by my wearing the regula- 
tion uniform cap and coat, but I 
have never discarded the skirt.” 

That Mrs. Laughlin has been 
more than ordinarily successful 
in her work ts evidenced by the 
fact that when the Northwestern a 
time ago concluded it would elim- 
inate the position of station mas- 
ter at Ames and would end her to 
some other place, hundreds of 
telegrams and letters of protest 
poured in to the management from 
club women, city officials. and 
members of the faculty of Iowa 
State College, located at Ames, who 
informed the railway officials that 
conditions at the station had tm- 
proved s0 much during Mrs. 
Laughiin's administration that they 
insisted on her remaining at her 
post. The railroad powers then 
concluded they had been too hasty 
and orders accordingly went out 
from headquarters that the train 
master was to stay on the job in- 
definitely.
